The prior art 
of record Fujimoto et al., (US.5, 177,802) dis'closes Fujimoto discloses a fingerprint 
input apparatus, which is suitable for fingerprint collation or identification in which a 
scanner having a fixed focal length. Fujimoto fails to teach or suggest "a device 
which has as an object, or the capability, of sensing the characteristics of a moving 
finger features, the sensing being initiated without contact with the device", as 
commonly included in each of the independent claim 1 and 21, the prior art of record 
fails to teach either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render the 
above limitations obvious. Claims 1, 3 - 21 are allowed.
